COMMENTS:  I  noted  in  the  last  bulletin  that  some  pieces  from 
The  New  River  Company  were  very  scarce  and  that  plenty  of  other 
pieces  are  now  available  since  large  quantities  of  the  scrip 
has  reached  the  market.  Note  in  Sale  ,148  there  were  two  lots 
that  were  "sleepers"  and  brought  a  nice  price  -  Lot  ‘113  from 
Harvey  had  some  goodies  and  sold  for  $49.06.  The  $1  from  Oswald 
in  Lot  115  was  a  "key"  to  set  and  realized  $49.50.  It  is  evident 
that  the  catalog  rarity  listings  on  New  River  will  have  to  be 

revised . On  Sale  No.  149  -  in  this  issue  -  we  urge  you  to 

check  each  listing  against  your  collection  for  more  "sleepers". 
Too,  several  nice  lots  of  bulk  tokens  with  higher  rarities  are 
offered  in  response  to  several  requests. 


tokens,  because  the  various  denominations  under  1.00  were  struck  on 
different  size  planchets  (the  higher  the  denomination,  the  larger 
the  planchet)  ,  and  the  dies  were  correspondingly  sized.  If  the 
employee  picked  up  the  wrong  reverse  die,  it  wouldn't  match  the 
obverse  die  in  size. 

Not  so  with  the  Ingle  Schierloh  Company's  large  token 
denominations,  1.00  and  higher.  They  were  all  struck  on  35mm 
planchets.  Therefore  double  denomination  tokens  could  exist  with 
any  combination  of  these  values. 

It  stands  to  reason  that  so  blatant  an  error  would  be  spotted 
before  the  tokens  were  shipped  to  the  customer.  And,  even  if  they 
were  shipped,  the  merchant  would  surely  discover  the  error 
immediately  and  return  them.  I  have  never  heard  of  a  collector 
finding  a  double  denomination  "system  scrip"  token  which  was 
actually  circulated.  To  the  best  of  my  knowledge  my  tokens,  both 
of  which  were  obtained  directly  from  the  manufacturer,  are  the  only 
known  examples  of  their  type.  Probably  when  the  errors  were 
discovered,  the  tokens  were  destroyed.  As  was  his  practice,  the 
manufacturer  retained  in  file  a  specimen  of  each  token  struck,  thus 
accounting  for  the  existence  of  my  tokens. 

I  would  be  remiss  in  not  mentioning  a  really  bizarre  token 
which,  although  not  a  double  denomination,  is  certainly  a  related 
type  of  error.  Owned  by  a  collector  in  Virginia,  it  combines  the 
obverse  dies  cut  for  two  merchants  located  in  different  states. 
One  die  is  for  a  1.00  token  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Virginia  Anthracite 
Corp.  (this  company  was  located  at  Christiansburg ,  VA) ,  while  the 
other  die  is  for  a  1.00  token  of  C.  M.  Miller,  Reddell,  LA.  Struck 
by  the  Ingle  Schierloh  Company,  the  piece  is  brass  and  35mm. 
Evidently  in  the  process  of  striking  tokens  for  one  of  the  two 
firms,  an  employee  used  the  other  firm's  die  instead  of  the 
standard  reverse  die.  The  token  is  worn  nearly  slick,  so  it 
obviously  escaped  from  the  die  sinker  and  was  actually  used  by  one 
of  the  two  companies  (or  was  carried  as  a  pocket  piece). 

There  is  no  realistic  measure  of  what  error  tokens  are 
actually  worth,  since  they  rarely  are  offered  for  sale  at  auction. 
To  a  collector  of  a  particular  Beries,  a  token  with  a  clipped 
planchet  might  even  be  worth  less  than  the  same  token  without  the 
error.  It  all  depends  on  whether  the  error  appeals  to  him.  On  the 
other  hand,  an  error  specialist  would  have  no  interest  in  the 
"normal"  token  at  any  price,  since  it  wouldn’t  belong  in  his 
collection. 

When  considering  values  of  errors,  one  consideration  is 
whether  the  token  in  question  is  a  rare  or  common  type.  Let’s 
assume,  for  instance,  that  it  is  an  extremely  rare  coal  token  which 
was  struck  30%  off  center.  Undoubtedly  it  will  be  worth  more  as  a 
coal  token  than  as  an  error.  However,  if  it  is  a  very  common  piece 
with  the  same  type  of  error,  its  value  will  lie  in  the  fact  that  it 
was  struck  off  center. 


participate  in  the  manufacture  of  tokens.  These  human  mistakes,  in 
the  opinion  of  this  writer,  are  the  most  intriguing  of  all  errors. 

Coal  scrip  on  which  a  portion  of  the  inscription  is  misspelled 
is  encountered  fairly  frequently.  Usually  this  consists  of  nothing 
more  than  an  incorrect  letter  or  two,  which  occurred  •  when  an 
engraver  carelessly  picked  up  the  wrong  letter  punch  while 
preparing  the  die.  When  the  mistake  was  discovered  before  striking 
the  token,  the  die  was  usually  not  destroyed.  The  incorrect  letter 
was  merely  over-punched  with  the  correct  letter.  Usually  this 
error  is  visible  on  the  token,  although  it  might  take  careful 
scrutiny  to  detect  it. 

What  if  a  spelling  error  was  not  spotted  by  the  manufacturer, 
and  the  tokens  were  delivered  to  the  customer  who  placed  the  order? 
The  fact  that  all  known  specimens  of  some  tokens  are  errors  tells 
us  those  merchants  evidently  decided  to  just  go  ahead  and  use  them. 
If  a  merchant  did  complain,  the  die  sinker  normally  prepared  a  new 
die  and  struck  another  batch  of  tokens. 

It  is  easy  to  understand  how  an  engraver  might  misspell  a  word 
such  as  a  merchant  or  town  name.  But  what  of  his  own  firm's  name? 
The  spelling  of  those  words  should  be  well  imbedded  in  his  mind. 
Nonetheless,  a  token  of  Benedict  Coal  Corp.,  St.  Charles,  Virginia 
(VA  2495~025a)  exists  with  the  word  "Osborne"  spelled  "Oborne." 

To  collectors  of  paper  money,  a  double  denomination  note  is 
considered  the  king  of  errors.  With  this  in  mind,  I  can  think  of 
no  better  way  to  wind  up  a  discussion  of  errors  than  by  mention  of 
double  denomination  coal  scrip.  My  collection  includes  two  such 
pieces.  One,  an  issue  of  the  Atlantic  Smokeless  Coal  Company  of 
Asco,  West  Virginia  (WV  121-C100)  ,  was  struck  by  the  Ingle 
Schierloh  Company  of  Dayton,  Ohio.  It  has  a  1.00  denomination  on 
the  obverse  and  a  5.00  reverse.  The  second  token,  issued  by  the 
Dawson  Daylight  Coal  Company  (KY  753-A100) ,  has  a  1.00  denomination 
on  its  obverse  and  a  10.00  reverse. 

With  most  trade  tokens  and  non-system  scrip,  there  is  one 
simple  reason  why  a  double  denomination  error  could  not  possibly 
exist;  the  denomination  only  appears  on  one  side  of  the  token, 
usually  the  reverse.  This  is  not  the  case  with  "system  scrip" 
tokens,  the  majority  of  which  were  used  by  coal  mine  company 
stores.  On  these,  the  manufacturer  invariably  included  a 
denomination  on  the  obverse  die.  Then,  when  striking  the  token,  a 
"stock"  reverse  die  with  the  denomination  and  the  name  of  the 
manufacturer  was  utilized.  Thus,  on  "system  scrip"  tokens  the 
value  appears  on  both  sides. 

When  it  came  time  to  strike  a  token,  an  employee  placed  the 
newly  prepared  obverse  die  in  the  press  and  then  selected  the 
appropriate  "stock"  reverse  die  —  one  with  the  same  denomination 
as  on  the  obverse  die.  Naturally  if  he  picked  up  the  wrong  reverse 
die,  the  result  would  be  a  token  with  a  different  denomination  on 
each  side.  This  couldn't  possibly  happen  with  most  "system  scrip" 


Occasionally  a  token  is  found  which  has  been  struck  over 
another  token.  In  some  instances  this  might  have  been  done 
intentionally,  as  a  cost  saving  measure.  Or,  it  could  have  been 
done  to  test  dies.  The  purpose  might  even  have  been  to  create  a 
rare  variety  for  collectors.  Naturally  these  types  of  overstrikes 
shouldn’t  be  considered  errors.  Legitimate  overstriking  errors 
take  place  when  a  completed  token  of  one  type  is  accidently  mixed 
in  with  blank  planchets  which  are  then  used  to  strike  tokens  of  a 
different  type. 

Another  minting  error  is  the  uniface  strike.  This  happens 
when  two  blank  planchets  are  accidently  fed  into  the  press  at  the 
same  time,  one  on  top  of  the  other.  When  struck  by  the  dies,  one 
planchet  receives  just  the  obverse  impression,  and  the  other  only 
the  reverse  impression.  When  considering  the  purchase  of  a  uniface 
token,  it  should  be  examined  carefully  to  determine  whether  it  is 

merely  a  normal  token  on  which  one  side  has  been  planed  down. 

/ 

A  final  striking  error  type  worthy  of  mention  is  the  brockage. 
This  is  a  token  on  which  one  side  is  struck  incuse  and  retrograde; 
in  other  words,  one  side  is  a  mirror  image  of  the  other.  To 
understand  this,  bear  in  mind  the  fact  that  dies  are  cut 
retrograde;  in  other  words,  the  letters  are  punched  into  them 
backwards.  A  die  must  be  read  from  right  to  left,  or  it  may  be 
held  to  a  mirror  and  read  normally  in  the  mirror.  A  brockage 
occurs  when  a  planchet,  after  being  struck,  is  not  ejected  from  the 
dies.  Another  planchet  is  fed,  into  the  press,  and  when  the  dies 
strike  again,  a  most  unusual  error  is  created.  The  first  token 
acts  as  a  die,  but  since  it  has  raised,  rather  than  incuse, 
lettering,  it  impresses  the  second  planchet  with  an  incuse, 
retrograde  inscription  on  one  side.  The  other  side  of  the  token 
receives  a  normal  impression. 

The  second  category  is  of  tokens  with  planchet  errors. 
Naturally,  before  tokens  can  be  struck  the  planchets  must  be 
prepared.  This  is  accomplished  by  stamping  them  out  of  sheets  of 
the  metal  to  be  used. 

The  most  common  type  of  error  in  this  group  is  the  clipped 
planchet.  To  understand  how  .this  happens,  imagine  a  long  flat 
sheet  of  metal  from  which  planchets  are  being  punched.  If  the 
machine  mis-aligns  and  comes  down  partially  over  an  area  from  which 
a  planchet  has  already  been  punched,  the  result  is  a  concave  cut¬ 
out  in  the  planchet.  This  is  a  fairly  common  type  of  error. 

Another  type  of  clipped  planchet  error,  less  frequently 
encountered,  occurs  when  the  punching  machine  strikes  an  area  near 
the  end  of  the  sheet.  This  results  in  a  planchet  with  one  side  cut 
flat.  An  error  of  this  type  should  be  examined  carefully  to  ensure 
that  the  token  hasn’t  been  trimmed  on  one  side  after  being  struck. 

The  errors  previously  discussed  are  all  of  a  mechanical 
nature.  We  now  come  to  those  errors  which  are  the  result  of 
blunders  on  the  part  of  die  sinkers  or  those  employees  who 


AN  INTRODUCTION  TO  COLLECTING 
COAL,  COMPANY  SCRIP  ERRORS 

by  David  E.  St^hmJanan 

The  collecting  of  minting  errors  is  a  popular  specialty  in 
most  areas  of  numismatics.  Tokens  seem  to  be  the  one  exception  to 
this;  for  some  reason  most  token  collectors  have  little  interest  in 
errors,  and  I  find  this  surprising.  Without  doubt,  a  collection 
which  is  representative  of  the  various  types  of  coal  scrip  errors 
would  be  quite  a  showpiece.  It  would  include  scrip  from  numerous 
different  mines  and  locations,  and  since  many  of  the  pieces  in  it 
would  be  unique,  the  proud  owner  could  rest  assured  that  his 
collection  would  be  unlike  any  other. 

Like  coins,  most  coal  scrip  was  struck  on  coinage  presses  from 
prepared  dies.  The  same  types  of  errors  can  therefore  exist  on 
scrip  as  on  coins.  One  might  assume  that  scfip  errors  abound. 
After  all,  those  firms  which  manufactured  tokens  didn't  have  the 
same  quality  control  procedures  that  are  in  place  at  U.S.  mints. 

While  I  won't  try  to  convince  you  that  token  manufacturers 
normally  placed  a  great  deal  of  emphasis  on  quality  control,  I  can 
assure  you  that  most  types  of  token  errors  are  far  from  common. 
Unlike  U.S.  coins,  which  are  usually  manufactured  in  amounts 
totaling  in  the  millions,  most  scrip  was  struck  in  relatively  small 
quantities.  As  an  extreme  example,  the  records  of  the  Ingle 
Schierloh  Company  indicate  that  some  orders  they  filled  were  for  as 
few  as  fifty  tokens  of  a  denomination;  Naturally  when  only  a  small 
number  of  tokens  are  struck,  a  correspondingly  smaller  number  of 
errors  are  possible. 

Coal  scrip  errors  can  be  separated  into  three  basic  groups. 
In  the  first  category  are  those  which  take  place  in  the  minting 
(striking)  process.  Included  are  such  things  as  die  breaks  and 
blobs,  occurring  when  a  token  is  struck  with  a  broken  die;  clashed 
dies,  resulting  in  a  faint,  partial  impression  of  the  reverse 
appearing  on  the  obverse,  or  vice  versa;  laminations,  (peeling  or 
flaking  planchets) ;  off  center  strikes,  which  happen  when  dies 
strike  a  planchet  which  is  not  centered  in  the  press;  and  unpunched 
solids,  (tokens  that  have  escaped  the  machine  which  punches  the 
cut-out  letters  or  designs  into  the  planchets) . 

Of  a  more  spectacular  nature  than  those  errors  just  described 
is  the  double  or  multiple  strike.  This  occurs  when  a  token*  after 
being  struck,  remains  in  the  press  or  is  only  partially  ejected, 
and  is  struck  a  second  (or  even  third)  time.  If  the  planchet 
remains  in  the  press  between  strikings,  the  impressions  might  be 
very  close  together  (depending  on  how  much  the  planchet  shifts 
between  strikes) .  However,  if  the  planchet  is  partially  ejected 
and  then  struck  again,  the  second  impression  will  be  off  center  and 
only  partially  visible.
